AMENDMENT 2 



TO THE CROSS SERVICING AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE 
OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
AND THE MINISTRY OF DEFENCE OF THE KINGDOM OF BAHRAIN 



The parties hereby agree to amend the Cross Servicing Agreement dated 20 January 
1994, as follows: 



1. ARTICLE II, APPLICABILITY. Paragraphs 1, 2, and 3 are amended to reflect a 
change in paragraph number to 2, 3, and 4 respectively. 

2. ARTICLE II, APPLICABILITY. Paragraph 1 is added using the following language: 

'This Agreement is designed to facilitate reciprocal logistical support between the Parties 
to be used primarily during combined exercises, training, deployments, operations, or 
other cooperative efforts, and for unforeseen circumstances or exigencies in which the 
recipient may have need of logistical support, supplies and services.'* 

3. ARTICLE II, APPLICABILITY. The following language is added to the end of the 
new Paragraph 3: 

"All obligations of the Parties under this Agreement and any Implementing 
Arrangements shall be subject to the availability of funds for such purposes." 

4. ARTICLE III, DEFINITIONS, paragraph 1 .a., is deleted in its entirety and replaced 
with the following language: 

a. "Logistic Support, Supplies and Services. Food, water, billeting, transportation, 
(including airlift), petroleum, oils, lubricants, clothing, medical services, ammunition, 
base operations support (and construction incidental to base operations support), storage 
services, use of facilities, training services, spare parts and components, repair and 
maintenance services, calibration services, and airport and seaport services. Such terms 
also includes the temporary use of general purpose vehicles and other items of military 
equipment not designated as significant military on the United States Munitions List.*' 

5. This Article supersedes Amendment 1 signed on 17 November 2001 in Manama, 
Bahrain. 

6. This Amendment becomes effective on the signature date of the last party.
